ter an d six in ches lon g. It may be mu ch 
larger, if you wish, an d saou ld n ot be 
an y smaller. If the en d s are rou gh or 
scatter some san d on a smooth 
ston e an d gen tly ru b the en d s of the tu be 
in the san d on the ston e to grin d them 
d own smooth. Then get a piece of black 
cloth an d wrap it rou n d the tu be. Cu t 
off the ragged en d s, an d paste the cloth 
to the glass with a little mu cilage. Then 
wrap the tu be in thick brown paper to 
cover the cloth, an d paste it d own smooth. 
This is the kaleid oscope. Make a pin ­ 
hole in a sheet of paper, an d hold this 
over on e en d of tbetu be. Place the tu be 
to on e eye, an d look towu rd the 8ky ou t 
of the win d ow throu gh the tu be. The hole 
in the paper will appear as a bright spot 
in the d ark tu be, an d , if it is in the cen ­ 
ter, will be su rrou n d ed by three brillian t 
while rin gs. All the figu res seen in this 
kaleid oscope arc circu lar, bu t they are 
qu ite aa pretty as in the most expen sive 
kin d - Hold the tu be over some flowers, 
bu n d les of colored worsted s, etc., an d tbe 
most charmin g pattern s will be seen in it. 
By placin g two pieces of cloth or paper 
together in a bright light, an d lookin g at 
them throu gh the tu be, the combin ation 
of the colors may be stu d ied in a great 
variety of gracefu l forms. 
The theory of this kaleid oscope is that 
the rays of light en terin g the open en d 
are reflected at the sid e an d thrown to • 
the opposite sid e, on ly to be reflected I 
again , an d perhaps on ce more, till they 
reach the eye. The eye sees all the re 
flection s at on ce. 
When the paper with 
the pin -hole is placed before the tu be, or 
the tu be is poin ted at the open sky, three 
rin gs are seen becau se the rays of light, 
en terin g from every d irection , are reflect­ 
ed in all d irection s, an d they appear to 
be join ed together in a circle.—

He passed away quiotly and 
peacefully. 
His death occurred in the 
south chamber of 
the mansion, ov erlook ing 
the Hudson. 
No arrangements hav e yet 
been made for the funeraL 
Mr. Tilden 
was 
born on Feb. 0, 1S14, in New Lebanon, Co­ 
lumbia county, 
and was therefore 
72 years 
old. 
He leav es one sister, the mother of 
the late Col 
Felton, and sev eral nephews, 
children of his brothers, Moses 
an 1 Henry 
Tilden. 
For the past four months Gov ernor Tilden 
has been in unusually good health and in 
bright « pints. 
He used his yacht and car­ 
riage daily and with ev ident pleasure. 
This sign of health and returning v igor win 
exceedingly gratifying to him. 
Sunday 
morning, howov or, a change was noticed. 
Soon after Mr. Tilden arose ho was strick en 
with an acute attack of diarrhu a un i 
nausea, this lusted for sev eral hours, but 
linally succumbed to Idr. Simmons’ treat­ 
ment. 
It left Mr. Tilden v ery weak , how­ 
ev er, and he was compelled to remain 
within doors all day Monday and Tuesday. 
Tuesday afternoon there was a recurrence 
Of the symptoms that had so greatly dis- 
tres-ed him. 
l>r. Simmous worued until ¡0 
o’clock uud again rostored liis patient to 
comfort 
An attempt was then made to carry Mr. 
Tilden to bn room from the 
sitting room 
in which the attack of tho morning had 
come upon him. 
Dr. 
Simmons and the 
v alet attempted to carry him, but ho pre­ 
ferred to walk . 
They walk ed by his sido 
and assisted him to the iirsfc landing of the 
great staircase. 
He was compelled to stop 
hero and Dr. Simmons then noticed the 
first signs o: tho failure of the heart, 
Mr. 
Tilden could scarcely breathe. 
After a 
snort rest, during which tho strick en man 
was in great distress, he was carried to his 
room and put to bed. 
He obtained no relief for tho heart trouble, 
howev er, and a large physician’s chair was 
prepared in his bed-chamber, to which he 
was remov ed during the night, and w ith 
his head slightly raised upon a fallow he 
was able to breathe. 
Dr. Bimmon’s was not 
» •eliev ed, howev er, by this, and at 7 o’clock 
te dispatched a messenger for Dr. Swift, 
who at once came to Greyston *. 
As Dr. 
Swift entered the room tho patient raised 
his eyes with an intelligent appealing look 
to the well-k nown face of tho physician. 
“That look was peculiar,*’ said Dr. Swift, 
Wednesday, speak ing of the occurrence. 
“As soon as I saw his eyes, aud the eagor 
npjieal they showed, I k new ho was a dying 
man.’’ 
a consultation was held, but actk isg 
could be don . 
No word was spok en by Mr. 
Tilden after Dr. Swift’s urriv &L 
He re 
mainecl breathing with some difficulty until 8 
o’clock . As tho hand of the clock approached 
~0 a difference was noticed in the worn 
and wrink led taoe, his eyes slowly closed, 
and his muscles relaxed. 
He was dead. 
Mr, Tilden’a life for a long 
time past has 
been that of an inv alid. His walk was slow 
and feeble, his paralyzed 
right leg mov ing 
with stiff uncertain mov ement. 
He could 
not speak hbov e a whisper, and his thin 
and 
furrowed face 
und 
labored 
mov ements 
ev ok ed sympathetic comments from the 
v illagers who saw him leaning on the arm 
of his v alet or his companion, Miss Gould, 
as he stepped to or from the “T” cart that 
rook him on fine days for a ride about the 
country. 
His mental faculties, howev er, 
were bright and unimpaired up to the last. 
He suffered much from indigestion, aud 
twice a week was v isited by his physician, 
who often has spok en lately of Mr. Tiiaen’s 
still robust intellect. 
His memory was 
un­ 
usually retentiv e, and to the last he 
pre­ 
serv ed the most exact method in deaiiug 
with the concerns of his hou» e and farm 
Each day he talk ed with his business mana 
ger and confidential secretary, Mr. George 
W. Smith, and shared a . omplete acquaint­ 
ance with the smallest details of his busi­ 
ness. 
His medicine was administered with al­ 
most mathematical ex actness, and it rarely 
happened that his night doses were missed 
at the regular time. 
And it was the sams 
with his food. 
Ev ery ounce be ate 
wAs cal­ 
culated andVeigbod before it was prepared 
and set before him. • Rich soups in v ery 
small quantities, were supplemented with 


Bamuol Jones Tilden was born on Feb 9 , 
181« , in New Lebanon, Columbia county , N. 
V. 
His father and his grandfather were 
farmers, but Samuel was sent to Yale college 


in 18» a He stayed there only a shot t time, 
entering the Univ ersity of New York , from 
wnich he graduated. 
Tilden was admitted 
to the bar in 1841 and began practice in 
New York city, but he left the law business 
to U>como an editor in 1» 44, when he took 
charge of The Morning News, a daily paper 
established to adv ocate Polk ’s election to 
the presidency. 
In ¡8 45 Mr. Tilden was elected to 
tho 
New York assembly, and a year later w.m 
chosen a member of the constitutional 
con 
v en lion. 
Ho ran for the attorney general 
ship of tho state in 1 855 as a Democrat, but 
was defoated, and roturned to the practice 
of law. 
His brilliant legal talents pla.ed 
him in the front rank of the New York 
bar, 
and ho accumulated a large fortune. 
He 
became chairman of tho Democratic 
state 
committee in 18W>, and was a member of 
the constitutional conv ention in 
18 07. Later, 
when the Tweed and other rings 
were 
formed in New York city, Mr. Tilden gav e 
all his time upd his raro talents and energy 
to 
break ing up their corrupt practic 
a, 
in which be ultimately succeeded, with tho 
assistance of other public-minded men, in 
doing. It was to him more, perhaps, than 
to 
uny one else that tho arrest and conv iction 
of Loss Tweed and the enforced flight of 
his pals were due. 
The peoplo recognized 
this fact, for in 18 7a they elected Mr. Til­ 
den again to the assembly, 
w here he was 
conspicuous on the side of reform. 
In 
1874 
he ran for gov ernor and was easily elected, 
obtaining a plurality of 
50,51? v otes ov er 
John A. Dix and Myron 
H. Clark , can­ 
didates respectiv ely of the Republicans and 
Prohibitionist« 
As gov ernor Mr. Tilden’s 
policy of 
honesty and reform wai carried out thor­ 
oughly. 
He went at his old work of break ­ 
ing up the rings which bad been feeding or. 
the public purse so long, an i his success 
was admirable. 
In June, 
18 70, when the 
Democratic presidential conv ention met at 
» St. Louis, the name most prominently put 
forward for its consideration was that of 
Samuel J. Tilden 
On the first ballot he 
receiv ed 4551 , of the 
715 v otes, on tho sec- 
« nd 555 out of a 
total of 758 , and then his 
nomination 
was made unanimous. 
The history of the campaign and election 
is too well k nown to need repeating. 
Tib 
d *n receiv e! a popular majority ov er his 
Lepubiican oppo *nit, Rutherford R. Hayes, 
but the latter was finally giv en the office 
by 
th • electoral commission. 
This closed Mr. Tilden's political career, 
lie retired to Groystone, his country man­ 
sion, and although his party made sev eral 
attempts to draw him out he absolutely re* 
fu-ed to re-enter politics. 
He was content 
to end his days in the peace and quiet of 
; uirernsnt.

and the death of Mr. Tilden was a subject 
of conv ersation 
between the president and 
his adv isors. 
They all expressed regret and 
sorrow at the -sudden remov al of the man 
whom they

representativ es expressed the highest regard 
for Mr. Tilden and accorded him an exalted 
place in history.

o f the Alps the weather had been quite warm 
and even enervating. 
Altho ugh the sky was 
Overcast And rain fell at intervals 1 lo -ame 
unpleasantly h» *at<« d whenever I walked to 
ease the ho rn» ami pick flo wers. 
But the 
mo ment we lx *gan to descend fro m the ex ­ 
treme height o f o ver <i/>00 feet a co ld wind 
struck us in fro nt and flank. 
Bugs and 
.shawls which had been enro fully strapped up 
were unbo und uml put to use. The ro ad wo * 
as go o d as when Napo leo n mo de it, and the 
ho rses were fresh fro m a night's rest at the 
half-way inn o f Isella. 
The carriage rattled 
• do wn the steep grade, the driver cro cking his 
whip merrily and making echo es in the deep 
and narro w go rges. 
We knew that a few 
ho urs o f this pace wo uld bring us to Brieg 
and warmth. 
I never liefo m realized the full 
« difference lx *t ween a no rthern and a so uthern 
aspect. 
As we made the gradual ns< *<*nt fro m 
Do mo d'Osso la sno w had Uvn o ccasio nally 
seen, but always far atsive us. 
It filled 
erevtec* at the height o f 7,000 feet o r cro wned 
the very peaks, 
DANGERS FROM AVALANCHES. 
But whetrvwo }x isscd the little village o f 
Simplo n and neared the Ho spice there was 
» no w in | atehes far lx *low us. 
And fro m the 
ro ad upward it still co vered large tracts, and 
at times threateno d avalanches 
These, ho w­ 
ever, are o f rare o ccurrence o n the Hiniplo n 
in the first week o f June. 
Bud* cro sses mark 
the spo ts where travelers had ln*cn swept into 
the pro fo und gulf which yawned o n o ur left. 
At o ne place, the *1 river said, fo ur men had 
lieen carried to that awful bnt instant death. 
An enduring crucifix o f bro nze had been 
firmly set in a sto ne so cket, just when* they 
were o vertaken. 
This is the part o f the 
ro o d where so many “refuges" have t» een 
pro vided. Tho se places o f shelter, as well as 
1,ho mo re co mfo rtable Ho spice, lmve saved 
the lives o f many jx 'rso ns cro ssing the pass 
in the fall, winter and spring. 
The to ur- 
mente, o r whirlwind o f sno w, is a cause o f 
mo re deaths than avalanche» in The high 
Alps. They are bitterly eo ld and Blinding, 
and in a few inmutes raise mo unds o f sno w 
thro ugh which ho rses and men can hardlv 
make their way. 
We were glad to kno w 
that these icy plagues were o ut o f seaso n at 
the time o f o ur cro ssing. 
The waterfalls—amo ng the greatest charm» 
o f the Simplo n pass—were at their lest. The. 
rains ho d been heavy fo r so me days, and tho 
sun was melting the « no w in all but its high­ 
est lo dgments. 
The » vhite peaks o f mo un­ 
tains, ranging fro m OjOOO to 31,000 feet alx no 
the sea, were sublime a nd beautiful. 
One 
never tires o f gazing at them ,’and using so me 
mo re familiar mo untain A t ho me as a so rt o f 
measuring « 'ale in o rder tcJo rra a better idea, 
o f their height. 
America n» are in the habit 
o f recalling their impresB&o&s o f Washingto n, 
Mansfield, Or ay lo ck o r the Catnkills fo r this 
purpo se. 
In the Alp« , ho wev er, this plan 
do es no t help us much, fo r 1 01 0# o f the mo st 
majestic o f the range have their bases at 
height o f f>,<)00 feet to l» egin With, and never 
seem to Ik* as high by several tho usand feet as 
they really are. 
A mo untain o f much less 
stature wo uld lo o k just as to wering springing 
fro m a fo undatio n nearer the § pa level. 
BEAUTIES OF THE WATERFALLS. 
But w hen no grand mo untain« are in sight 
then o ne's spirit is refreshed by the waterfalls. 
I never lief o re co nceived the widely different 
fo rms which falling water co uld assume. We 
passed hundred* o f cascades ito tween Do mo 
d’Oasolo and Brieg, aiul no two were alike. 
They resembled eac h o ther as little in shape 
as in size. 
Ho me were simple mill » ¿.reams. 
They came rushing do wn the mo untains in 
great vo lume to turn the wheels. But they 
fo und no co rn to grind o r lo gs to saw. 
They 
were o nly co nducted o ff thro ugh culverts be­ 
neath the ro adbed, where they co uld do 
neither harm no r go o d. 
What might be 
co lled lace patterns were innurm ruble. They 
were flat waterfalls, thin and rery wide, slip- 
ping gently o ver smo o th ro eks o f easy slo p« . 
Wavy bands o f lines made the breadth o f 
these falls lo o k in the distance ex actly like 
sno w-white lace. Bridal veil» o f the mo st ex ­ 
quisite tex ture were co mmo n. 
So me kept 
their symmetry in leaps o f a t least 500 feet 
There were falls which reminded o ne o f the 
dro pping o f brilliants fro m firewo rks high in 
the air. Each flashing wavelet seemed to pre­ 
serve its unity as it fell o ver the precipice, 
and to co me do wn slo wly till bro ken up by 
so me jutting ro ck belo w. 
A fa ll tha t a lwa y s plea sed us wa s o ne tha t 
bro ke into a po werful v a po r a nl spa rkled in 
the sunshine like a ca sca de o f dia mo nda 
This is the so rt o f fa g tha t Swiss innkeepers 
•re sa id to ma nufa cture in the dry sea so n. 
It o nly needs a sma ll bo y with a few pa ils o f 
wa ter,

The Hulk *f Jo urna list* Receiv e Mo der­ 
a te Sa la ries—V>y Iny In I’o v erty . 
An insurmo untable o bjectio n to jo urnal­ 
ism, as to every o rder o f co mpo sitio n, is that 
it is no t pro gressive, financially. The no vice, 
if accepted at all, will be as well paid, (*on- 
sido ring his liability to added respo nsibilities 
—wife, children and the rest—as the man o f 
ripe ex perience and m aturity; indeed, he will 
Ik* Ivtter j>aid. 
Tho bulk o f jo urnalists o f 
lo ng ex perience, even in New Yo rk, where 
their co mpensatio n is higher than anywhere 
else, do no t revive 
annually. 
Ho w 
far will that go to ward suppo rting a family! 
Mo st o f them are ex hausted after fifteen 
years o r so o f co ntinuo us service, and t! ir 
earning capacity is in danger o f retro grad­ 
ing. 
When fairly wo rn o ut what is their pro s­ 
pect? 
They arc privileged to die at their 
o wn ex |K*nse. 
Their lo ng service lias in*.- 
fitted them fo r any o ther business, and their 
circumstances an* desperate indeed. 
They 
have l*ecn unable to save anything; they are 
no t pensio ned; they have bro ken health and 
po verty fo r reward. 
Who kno ws o f a 
aried jo urnalist who has gained even tho 
mo st mo dest independence by pursuit o f his 
pro fessio n? The po sitio n, to o , is always pre­ 
cario us; he may lo se it at any time fro m no 
fuult o f his o wn. 
His destiny is in the hands 
o f the managing edito r, o r any co ntro lling 
sto ckho lder, who may o bject to the co lo r o f 
his eyes, o r the curve < -f his no se, and cl: - 
charge him therefo r. The press may Ik* free* 
-its liberty fn.*quent-ly nuns into license—but 
b«* is o ften little less than u serf. 
The histo ry 
o f jo urnalism is marked by the graves of 
jo urnalists, dead fro m anx iety, anno yance 
and o verwo rk by o r b fo re middle age. 
Nevertheless, jo urnalism is the least unre- 
munemtive and unsatisfacto ry o f any fo rm 
o f manuscript- making. 
Outside writing is 
alto gether wo rse, and canno t Ik- lo ng fo l­ 
lo wed by perso ns averse to incurring o bliga­ 
tio ns o r cherishing a prejudice in favo r o f liv­ 
ing.—Junius Henri Bro wne, in The Fo rum.
